LOVE LETTER CAUSED TILT. 


Husband Alarmed Over Baby’s 
Illness, Confessed and Now 
Blames the Official.

NPWARK, N. J., Nov. l.—Accused of 

having lured a young wife from her home 

and little children at the instance of a 


of $10, and of having caused her illegal in- 
carceration for a week in the House of 
the Good Shepherd, Justice Henry Bossett 
has been held in $1000 bail by Judge Swee- 
ney. 

It was a falling out over a delay in 
paying half the price of the young moth- 
er's imprisonment which brought about her 
release and resulted in Bossett’s arrest. 
The alleged victim ts Mrs. Lizzie Van Nese, 
2 years old, mother of a 2-year-old boy 
and a girl 10 months old. 

The trouble between the Van Nesses 
arose over an unsigned love letter left at 
their house by the postman. Mrs. Van 
Ness protested ignorance of the writer and 
treated the letter as a joke. Van Ness, in 
his jealousy, consulted a friend, who took 
him to Bossett, he says. 

“I can fix that all right. I wil arrange 
for placing her in the House of the Good 
Shepherd, and it will teach her a lesson to 
stay there a few weeks,”’ Bossett said, ac- 
cording to Van Ness, who is now trying to 
‘“square’’ himself with his wife. 

Van Ness said they agreed on $10 as Bos- 
sett’s fee, and that on the morning of Sept. 
4 he paid Bossett $, agreeing to pay $5 the 
following week. 


Justice Said 
He Had Warrant. 


“I was attending to baby Mar rgaret on 
the morning of Sept. 5," Mrs. Van Ness 
told Judge Sweeney in court. ‘““‘When Bos- 
sett came to my apartment he told me to 
put the baby down, get my hat and coat 
and come with him. He addressed me as 
‘ldzgzie’ and when I rebuked him for his 
insolence, he tapped the pocket of his coat 
and sald he had a warrant there for my 
arrest. 

“On our way we passed the Fourth pre- 
cfinct station and I asked Mr. Bossett why 
he did not take me to court there. He sald 
he wanted to take me before a priest to 
whom I could make confession. I was glad 
of an opportunity to establish my inno- 
cence before the church and boarded a car 
with Bossett 

“We alighted near a house which I since 
learned was the House of the Good Shep- 
herd and there I found my husband. Bos- 
sett told him not to say a word. and he 
made no effort to rescue me The door 
was opened by a who said to Bos- 
sett: ‘Is this the girl?’

When Wife Died Dr. Leroy M. 
Taylor Adopted the Life of 
a Hermit. 


HAS BURGLAR-PROOF HOUSE. 


Interior Furnished With Every 
Comfort Money Could Buy— 
Few Admitted Within. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—A hermit's lux- 
urious retreat was discovered when tho 
Washington Loan and Trust Co, came to ad- 
minister the estate of Dr. Leroy M. Taylor, 
once one of the most pro:ninent practi- 
tioners, who died about a month ago. In 
a cul de sac, leading from an alley inhao- 
ited by negroes of the poorest, most squalid 
kind, stands a structure on which is print- 
ed in yellow letters, ‘‘Taylor's Warchvouse,”’ 

at was the home in which Dr. Taylor 
lived for eight years. 

It looks like a small storage warehouse, 
very much lIike the dozens of storage ware- 
houses in the capital, all made necesrery 
by the transient character uf a large part 
of the population. 

The negroes living in the vicinity krew 
it was not a warehouse in the ordinary 
senee of the term. They were not anx- 
ious, however, to increase their store of 
knowledge, for the doctor nad the reputa- 
tion of being a voodoo. : 

It pleased the doctor that he should have 
such a reputation among his immediate 
neighbors. Guarding his house, which was 
also his castle in a gtrict meaning vf the 
word, was all the easier. At times he had 
great sums of money in als porso-¢ion. 
Fright kept the colored brothers, in sjime 
of whom the prowling instinct ‘s very 
strong, away from the house, and double 
doors fitted with the most iitricate locks 
money could buy, supplemented with elec- 
tric burglar devices, did the iest,

Hurled 25 Feet to Earth by Street 
Car Near World’s Fair Entrance 
Man Lay Benumbed Beside the 
Railroad Tracks.

Picking His Way Over Long 
Bridge, Failed to Hear North- 
bound Car, Which Sent Him 
Headlong to Earth. 


Benjamin Franklin Flinkard, a World's 
Fair visitor whose home is at Bessville, 
Bolliingér County, Mo., is at the World's 
luir Emergency Hospital with his partly 
amputated left arm broken and two of his 
rignt ribs fractured. 

His statement to the police when he pain- 
fully limped to the Easton avenue street 
car loop at the World's Fair at 6 o'clock 
Friday morning, was that he was knocked 
off the Hamilton avenue trestle over the 
Wabash railroad tracks, about two blocks 
north of the World's Fair grounds, by @ 
northbound street car at midnight, and 
that he lay suffering and calling vainly for 
heig until daylight. 

He did not know where he was or which 
way to try to go in the darkness, and 
could not attract the attention of anyone 
who oould guide him. 

Above him 25 feet was the trestle 
from which he had been knocked: be- 
Side him, a few feet away, were the 
Wabash tracks over which trains rum- 
bled every hour. The banks of the “cut” 
in which he lay hid from his view the 
few twinkling lights from the World's 
Fair asleep. and the still fewer lights 
that glimmered over in the direction of 
Delmar Garden. Now and then a Page 
avenue owl car would rattle across the 
trestle, but the noise of motor and rail 
and gong drowned his cries for help. 

He was without an overcoat, and the 
cold mepht air pierced him to the mar- 
row. The pain of his broken arm and 
fractured ribs was with him constantly, 
the dullness accentuated at frequent in- 
tervals by sharp pangs which forced 
from him cries louder than the intermit- 
tent e@Troans and calls; but even the 
louder cries did not carry to the ears 
of one who could or would help him.

1 knew that even 
then, when I had seen so few, and I must 
confess I was rather annoyed, because 
their daintiness seemed to be entirely de- 
strovyed. But now. after a residence of 
months, I think I would rather see them 
emoke than not.

TOWED BY TORPEDO BOAT. 


Five Chinese Sat on Mats Under 
Which She Was Concealed 
on Ship.

CHEFOO, Southern China, Sept. “#.—‘‘It 
wW4t8 marvelous; it was a miracle!” ex- 
claimed Mme. Kravdchenko, when asked to 
tell the World and Post-Dispatch the story 
of her escape from Port Arthur through 

the blockading fleet of Admiral Togo. 

“We were a party of three—Prince Rad- 
ziwill, bearing qa specia! commission from 
the czar; Lieut. Cisdophoral and myself. 
Leaving the fortress September 15, we 
boarded a small Chinese junk in Pigeon 
bay, an inlet near by that is now famous 
as the point from which so many refugees 
have escuped, we started at 8 o'clock in 
the evening on our perillious voyage to 
the friendly port of Chefoo, and here I am. 
My two companions have left for Shang- 
hai and home. 

“You wamt all the detalls? Well, I will 
tell you. 

“Although the moon was shining brightly 
and the enemy’s fleet wete everywhere, 


spite of the extreme danger of being seen 
b the ever watchful eyes on the numerous 
blockading ships, a Russian torpedo boat 
towed our little, ungainly Chinese junk for 


20 mies. 

“Just think of it! Twenty miles through 
, that vigilant wall of ships that Japan has 
placed arourdd that besieged port. It is a 
miracie! And the bright moon, the search- 
lights to aid them; and our brave little tor- 
pedo boat not seen!

‘Missed by All 
the Searcklights. 


“By 11 o'clock we had succeeded im pass- 
ing through the first or inner line of the 
Japanese ships, their searchlights dancing 
all around us, over our heads, in front, be- 
hind, but none on us, or else we would 
have veen captured, and I would not be sit- 
ting here in peace and safety. 

“The wind, which was blowin in strong 
force at first, was now almost a gale, driv- 
ing our queer craft through the water at 


amerry pace. 

“We kept getting nearer and nearer the 
second line of blockading ships, when to 
our dismay the searchlights of a cruiser 
flashed around us. We expected every mo- 
ment that discovery would end our jour- 
ney, but at last, to our infinite joy. we sa fe- 
ly eluded the second, Une of ships, the 
moorlight now being m. 

Daylight found us very near a Japanese 
hospital ship, and again our spirits fell, 
for we felt sure our chance of escape was 
almost gone. Prince Radziwvill and Lieut. 
Cisdophoral. who were in_ civilian dress, 
jumped into the hold, while I lay on the 
deck covered with bundles of straw and 
mats and ordered five of the Chinese to sit 
on top of the straw almost over me.
